The Proeme, to the Gentlemen Readers. 


L exander the great, ſonne unto 
975 ßbillip King of Macedonia, when his counterfait 

hold be made, would be painted ot none but one 
lie of elles, nor grauẽ of any but onelie of Liſppus: which 
Princelie magnanimitie haue ſomewhat reſtrained the li- 
berry of my minde fro the loue of inditing· But as I would 
not incurre the rebuke of idlenes, ſo I wouldif 1 could be 
pray ſed for my paines. The Perſians were curious and pre- 
ciſe in their Court, that none might be ſuffered to coughe 
befote the K inge, where his roiall preſence might be ſauo- 
red with deſpighi: but in thoſe that do wright, the faultes 
of miſfortune are not to be aceoumpted, and the errors of 
the Penne ſhould be eaſely pardoned. It was ordered and 
obſerued in the towne of Athens, that none ſhould pro- 
nounce the praiſe of their Aunceſtours: of their inward in- 
tegritie I cannot coniecture, but their opẽ vncurteſie I may 
not commend: for their pride would not ſuffer, or authori- 
tie allowe, that the praiſe of their elders ſhould be meaſu- 
red with ſpeache, if their praiſes were ſuch as could not be 
comprehended, at leaſt with goodwill, they ſhould not be 
offended. The lawes of Icurgus be more fauourable vnto 
vs which for auoiding of idlenes, haue giuon vs leaue to be 
| honeſtly imploied: & though barberous people wil receiue 
no ciuilitie, we be here in England intertainers of curteſie. 
My furie is ſuch in the furcheraunce hereof, that it regar- 
deth nothing in reſpect of my fanſie, & the beautyof theſe 
women haue ſuch puiſant preheminence to draw me ther- 
vnto, tliat the deſerts of Libia, and the Fennes of Lerna, the 
elan warres and the Grecian victories are but ſmall in

compariſon and vnable for promotion, to reduce me from 
j the one and leade me to the other, I knowe, loouing Rea- 
ders, what a taſke I retaind when I rooke into my handes 
| the poſeſſion of my penne : for as ſoone as I made my 
| entry vnto wrighting , I diſcoucred the path to flaunder 
and rebuke but euen as foryou I muſt ſuffer ſome conflict 
by my entraunce into liſtes, fo I hope by your good will 
do receiue a conqueſt in the purchaſe of my praiſe. More is 
| the merite of a Poet pleaſing, then a Pariſite enuying,or of 
| eiwie ſlaundering , for that people becaried as much into 
| folly, as the minde of che wrighter aſpyres vnto dignitie. 
Slaunder is that which fleaes without wounding , and 
wounds with out ſtriking, againſt which, there is nothing 
that preuaileth but pacience: for Socrates being mockt and 
ſcorned on a Stage did eſteme the rebuke as the appulſe of 
the ayre and beating of the wynde, but it made Polyagrus 
for a foliſh conceipte to caper in a ſtring. It is neede to be- 
ware from the ſlaunder of Sycophantes, whoſe tongues be 
| attrite in blemithing the praiſe of their honourable e- 
38 qualles, and as moſt of their ſect are hidden in hoales and 
. ſecret in reproach, ſo none of their ſocietie but is hurtfull 
in continuance and deſperate in defiaunce. It were better 
(quoth Diogenes) to faule amongſt Crowes then the mul- 
titude of ſlaunderers, for that Crowes and Rauens do but 
ſnatch and praye vppon carcaſes that be deade, but the 
8 blaſphemous perſon is bitter in report againſt liuel 
[1 bodyes. Bookes and a packe, and cheeſes and bookes, were 
. compared to gether in Lilhe ane Heywood, to the one for 
| aſpectantes to the other for opinions: for no ſooner 
imprinted, but they areſudenly bought, and no gar |:

reade ouer ; but as diuerſly toſſed or contemptiouſſy 
reiected. The Roſe in the morning do profit with his bud, 
at noone with his bloſſome, at night with his leaues; and 
though Ladies reiect them when their colour is gon, yet 
houſewifes will vſe them for the Limbeck or the Still. No 
booke in the world but the matter or the words may pro- 
t or delight and none in the world, but is cheefely eſtee- 
med for che dignitie of the one, and the ornament of the 
other. As cõcerning the phraſe, I refer me vnto you for the 
eſtimation thereof, but as touching the argument, I aſſure 
it moſt excellent for the praiſe of the parties contained 
therein: which although they be ſtrainge and remooued 
from the courte, yet their countenaunce is ſuch as deſerues 
to be inſigned with the colours of Art, & figured and ador- 
ned with the flowers of ſpeach, and culture of Rethoricke. 
Expect not I pray you, for more at my hands, then my 
flender habilitie is ſufficient to perfourme: for if you looke 
for a high and ſtiled Oration, in truthe I bring fourth and 
doo offer as it were to the eyes of the learned but an hum- 
ble gratulation: and as V irgiles Mouſe in the obſeſſion of 
the hillès, ptouoakte but a laughture, ſo I pray you giue 
me leaue, that although you haue read Pericles thunde- 
ring, it may pleaſe you to giue eye to cherilus imblaz ing. 
You ſhall ſee manie times a Pie amongſt Partridges, a 
Partridge amongſt Larkes, and a Larke amongſt Niting- 
gales, ſo I pray giue me leaue like a gagling Gooſe to be 
ſtreapering with Swans. The pleaſure which might growe 
tothe inhabitants of my countrie, the importunitie of my 
freends & my ownc oportunity haue moued my minde to 
accom-

accompliſh this charge and ſo farre mooued that I coulde 
not remooue it from the ſiege of my memory, the credit 
of your curteſies haue increaſed my deſire: in regard wher- 
of, Itruſt you will reade me with more facilitie of fauour. 
It is not the confidence repoſed in my wit which induced 
me to wright, but the ſnarpe ſuggeſtion of my ſimple con- 
ſcience which will not ſuffer me to hyde any ſecret from 
yout eyes: If perchaunce you approoue my dewty with 
your pray ſe, you may happely prouoke me to a harder en- 
terpryſe of more difficult indcuour: You heare me not as 
yet in the tenour of my voice, but a little ticlinge of the 
pleaſure of my vaine: and as for theſe Gẽtlewomen, whoſe 
Imblazure I profeſſe, it were great pitty, & too much im 
pietie, that their names ſnould be loſt & buried in obliuiõ.
